Lonpox, May 7.—[By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.] The annual eight-hour 
demonstration of London workingmen 
Was made to-night in Hyde Park. The 


weather was fine, and all the proceed- | 


ings were conducted with: excep- 
tional enthusiasm. The delegates 
met on the Thames embankment, 
formed in line and marched 
through the cheering crowds of labor- 
ers to the park, where they were di- 
vided among the audiences at the num- 
erous speakers’ platiorms. The entire 
open space in the park was filled with 
men and women. 

At twénty-one platforms resolutions 
were passed in favor ofa legal eight- 
hour day for every trade. 

Atevery meeting collections were 
taken for the Hull strikers. The most 
notable speech was made by John 
Burns, M.P. 

Meetings were held in Hull, Glasgow, 
Birmingham and other 
cities, with large gatherings of labor- 
ing people. Resolutions in favor of an 
eight-hour day were passed at all the 
meetings.

BOMB-THROWERS. 


But Little Damage Caused by the Explo- 
sion in Dublin, 

Dvusuix, May 7.—[By Cable and Asso- 
ciated Press.| The police guarded th2 
Four Courts all night in which the bomb 
was exploded last evening. They 
found a time fuse and fragments of a 
large zinc cannister, similar to those 
found atthe time of the explosion in 
Exchange Court last December. The 
court building was little injured. The 
explosion roused everybody at Kilmain- 
ham Barracks, and Lord Wolseley dis- 
patched an orderly to report on the 
trouble. Before midnight thousands of 
people gathered at the scene of the ex- 
plosion, and today half of the city’s 
population has been in the neighbor- 
borhood, but the crowds have been kept 
back by a double cordon of police, who 
willkeep the courtyard intact until 
after the arrival of a government in- 
spector.

‘New York, May 7.—[{By the Associ- 
ated Press.} Mrs. Elise Hagerman 
Depew, wife of Chauncey M. Depew, 
died at her residence in this city, at 
12:30 this afternoon.

Depew was known to be seriously ill, 
the sudden termination of her illness 
was not expected by her family and 
those who were most intimately con- 
nected with her.

SEATTLE FIRE 


A Row of Corrugated Iron Bulldings De- 
stroyed. 

SeattLe, May 7.—[{Bv the Associated 
Press.| Atiout 11 o'clock tonight a 
fire broke outina row of corrugated 
iron building on Yesler avefihe, between 
Post street and Railroad avenue, and at 
midnight the flames were not under con- 
trol, although the entire department 
had been called out, and’ over twenty 
heavy streams were 
into the buildings. The fire broke out 
in Felits Bros.’ tent and sail loft and 
spread rapidly to the Villard lodging- 
house and s4ioon adjoining on the west 
and to the Seattle Supply Store on the 
east. The buildings were cheap 
structures, erected just outside of the 
fire limits immediately after the big 
fire, three years ago, and were of wood, 
covered with corrugated iron. 

At present it is impossible to esti- 
mate the losses. The buildings all 
belong to the estate of Henry Yesler, 
were worth about 815,000 
Among the tenants were the Villard 
lodging: -house and saloon, loss $800U, 
small insurance; Felits Bros., $3000, 
no insurance; Gilman’ ‘s cigar store, 


$1000, no \insurance;§ Fleichman, 
Meyer & Co., $4000; Union Mar- 
ket Cumpany, $400; employés of 


market, furniture and bedding, $400; 
Seattle Supply Store,,$3000; Washing- 
ton market, loss unknown; Connor 
Bros., grocers, loss unknown. There 
are many other tenants, but at present 
their names and losses cannot be ascer- 
tainea. The row was considered dan- 
gerous by insurance men, and rated at 
8 percent., consequently very few of 
the losers had insurance.

The Last Sad Farewells of Father, 
Mother and Brother. 


The Wife-poisoner Passed His Final 
Hours on Farth in Preparing a 
Written Statement in Regard 
to His Case. 


By Telegraph ta The Timea. 

Sina Sina (N. Y.,) May 7.—[By the 
Associated Press.| Carlyle Hatris has 
said his farewell to his parents and 
friends and all that are dear to him on 
earth, and now awaits the messenger of 
death, The last act in, the strange 
drama of his life approaches, and, 
while he shows a neryous apprehension 
and full appreciation of the terrible 
thing that is to come to him on the mos- 
row, no signs of breaking down are 
visible. He adheres to his oft-repeated 
declaration of innocence, and he spent 
the best part of his last day on earth, 
not in communion with special advisers, 
preparing for the great hereafter, 
but with pen, ink and paper, reviewing 
the past, and seeking to place himself 
right with the world he leaves. Harris 
was a trifle more nervous than usual to- 
day, the situation having its effect upon 
him, and the man who has allowed no 
sign of emotion to escape him during the 
scenes of the past month is at last 
sho wing that he is human. 

A physician saw him twice today, and 
said that, while Harris was a little 
more nervous than usual, he could dis- 
cover no signs of his breaking down. 

Mrs, Harris remained at ber boarding- 
house today, and did not go to the 
prison. She took her last farewell of 
her boy yesterday afternoou... The 
scene was one of the saddest that has 
ever been witnessed within the grim 
walls, whereallissadness. His Younger 
brother, Allan, also said good-bye 
yesterday. This afternoon Charies L. 
Harris, his. father, accompanied by 
young Allan, went to the prison, and 
father and son met for the first time 
in years. Mr. and Mrs. Harris lived 
apart forsometime. After the inter- 
view the father took a train back to his 
home in Syrdcuse, leaving Mrs. Harris 
and Allan to wait here until all is over, 
and they can carry away atl that is 
mortal of their beloved. 

The last farewells having been said, 
Carlyle Harris devoted his time to 
writing a review of the chief events of 
his life, and of what has been done by 
the courts, judges and Governor in his 
case.

Wrecks a Depot. 


Ten Men Were Killed and Thirteen 
Seriously Injured. 


A Failure of the Air Brakes Caused 
the Terrible Disaster. 


A Chair Car and Two Sleepers Remained 


on the Track—The Names of 
the Unfortanate 
Men. 
By Telegraph to The Times. 

Lararette (Ind.,) May 7.—[By the 
Associated Press.] One of- the most 
horrible wrecks in the history of raile 
roading occurred on the ‘Big Four’® 
road in this city 4t 1:15 this morning, 
as the resuit of which ten men are 


now dead and many more injured. The 
train was the east-bound passenger, 
which left Chicago at 9 p.m. The acci- 


dent was caused by the failure of the 
air-brakesto work. The engineer's des- 
perate efforts to stop the train were 
shown by the large amount of. sand 
thrown by himon the bridge through 
which the train came just before the 
fatal crash andthe vigorous whistling 
for brakes. 

The engine dashed out-of the bridge 
over the Wabash River at a speed of 
not less than sixty miles an hour, 
crashing into the depot building, tear 
ing off a portion of it and carrying the 
train sheds several hundred feet away. 
The engine, when it left the track, was 
followed by a baggage-car, two postal 
cars and an express car, and they 
were piled in one promiscuous mass, 

A TOTAL AND COMPLETE WRECK, 
burying a score or more victims in the 
pile of débris. 

A chaircar andtwo Pullman sleep- 
ers remained onthe track. To add to 
the consternation, fire broke out from 
a stove in the baggage-car, but the fire 
department quickly extinguished the 
flames. 

A large crowd gathered quickly at 
the scene ofthe disaster, and assisted 
in rescuing the victims, and a large 
force of local physicians gave the nec- 
essary attention to the wounded. Sev- 
eral victims of the wreck were persons 
standing in the depot waiting for the 
train.

THE SAILORS’ WAR. 


Result of the Inquest at San 
Pedro. 


No Clew as to the Identity of the 
Dead Man’s Companions, 


The Midnight Attack at Redondo 
Deseribed by .Capt. Rice. 


The Boarding of the Halcyon and the 
Repulse of the Attacking Party— 
Finding of the Dead Body— 

Other Detalls. 


As might have been expected the in- 
quisition which was held at San Pedro 
yesterday into the cause of the death 
of M. Silver, alias ‘‘Prenchy,’’ ofe of 
the union sailors who boarded the 
schooner Halcvon on Friday night for 
the purpose of forcibly taking off her 
crew of non-union men, and lost his 
life in the attempt, threw no light 
whatever upon the identity of his com- 
panions, nor do the officers of the law 
appear'to be at all anxious to discover 
either their names or their whereabouts. 
It must be conceded, bLowever, that 
in view of the fact that the 
residents of San Pedro have been so 
completely terrorized by the union 
seamen as to fear even to give public 
expression to their thought on the sub- 
ject, this task is not such an easy one 
as it would at first appear to be. 
Furthermore, as these same are almost 
entirely dependent upon the unidnists 
for their daity bread, it is hardly to be 
expected that they would display any 
desire to assist the officers. 

The plucky stand taken by Capt. Rice, 
to whose indomitable courage their 
defeat was due, appears to have com- 
pletely cowed his assailants, and 
it is very probable that the 
reception they received at _ his 
hands will prove a lesson, which 
will not be forgotten for some time to 
come. Itis rumored, moreover, that 
‘Frenchy’ was not the only one of the 
gang who was hitby the captain's bul- 
lets, but that a doctor was summoned 
on Saturday to attend a man in the 
rear of a shanty onthe bill, who was 
suffering froma badly torn shoulder, 
which he declined to talk about. It is 
not improbable that there are others 
stoweG away in various parts of the 


town, nursing less severe injuries. In 
fact, it was rumored at San Pedro yes- 
terday that several men, who have 


been prominent in the sailors’ councils, 
have not been seen since the shooting, 
and it is said that in more than one in- 
stance there are places where wounded 
men are receiving attention for inju- 
ries suspiciously like guushot wounds, 
but which no one, apparently, cares to 
investigate. 
| THE INQUEST. 

The inquest was held by Coroner 
Cates in Justice Moore’s courtroom, 
near the depot, which was packed with 
spectators, most of whom were sea- 
faring men, who appeared to take a 
deep interest in the proceedings. In 
fact, such was the interest manifested 
by some of the crowd that a stranger 
might have been forgiven for express- 
ing his belicf that they knew as much, 
if not more, about the affair than the 
witnesses who were examined. 

The Coroner's jury consisted of the 
following persons:: H. L. Whipple, J. 
C. Maiher, H. A. Crocker, J. R. Spring, 
G. Seegers, P. Swinford, G. R. Smith, 
J. Seick and S. Allison. 

Deputy District Attorney Le Compte 
Davis appeared on behalf of the State 
to watch the proceedings. 

The first witness called was Gus F. 
Bratt, the agent of the Coast Seaman's 
Union, résiding at San Pedro. He tes- 
tified to the effect that about 6 o'clock 
on Saturday morning he met a man 
named Martin Costello, who informed 
him that there had been a row at Re- 
dondo Beach on Friday night; that one 
man had been killed and that his body 
was Ilving in a boaton the beach near 
Timm's Point. Witness at once wentto 
the place ind:cated, and found the body 
to be that of M. Silver, alias -‘Frenchy,”’ 
whom he knew slightly. Deceased was 
a member of the union, but witness did 
not know whether or nothe was mar- 
ried. At the time of theaffray witness 
wasin bed, and knew nothing what- 


ever about it. The boat in 
which he found the body te 
longed tothe union, but anybody 


could take it without asking leave if he 
was in a hurry, asit wasnot padlocked, 
but simply run up onthe beach. There 
wasno one else near the boat at the 
time he saw the body init. One of the 
oars was shown to the jury, from which 
a piece had been cut offnearthe handle 
by a bullet. 

Capt. Peter Rice, of the schooner 
Halcyon, testified to the effect that he 
went on board his vessel about 9 
o'clock on Friday night, and at once re- 
tired. Sometweo hours later the mate 
wakened him, and, rushing. up on deck, 
he found some persons shooting and 
yelling. Almost simultaneously Consta- 
ble Foyer jumped out from behind the 
donkey engine on the wharf and shouted 
to the intruders: ‘inthe name of the 
law I command you to keep offthat 
vessel!’’ Witness then ordered the 
strangers off, but several shots were 
fired athim, and he at once jumped 
back to his cabin, grabbed a shot- 
gun and Winchester, and, returning 
to the deck, climbed upon. the 
top. of: the. deckhouse and _  dis- 
charged both barrels of a shotgun 
over the heads of his visitors. Al- 
though the gun made a very loud 
report, they did not appear to pay any 
attention to it, except to fire at him 
again. Seeing that thev meant busi- 
ness, he opened upon the enemy with 
the rifle, and, after discharging All the 
cartridges in the magazine, reloaded 
the weapon and fired again. The 
mate also fired several shots. It was 
very dark, acd he could hot see a 
single one of the strangers, conse- 
quently he could only shoot indiscrimi- 
nately in the direction from which he 
saw the flashes of their weapons. Sud- 
denly one ofthe intruders yelled out: 
To the boat!’’ and several of them ran 
and jumped over the rail. The boat 
was then puiled away for a short dis- 
tance, but soon returned and, fearing 
that his breast-lines would be cut, witness 
again yelled out to the men to keep 
off, but they continued to approach, and 
he fired again in the direction of the 
boat. His rifle was of 44 caliber, 
while all the other weapons used by his 
men were revolvers of 38 caliber. He 
had placed a special watchman on the 
vessel on Friday night, because he was 
going to sail that, night, and suspected 
that he might be attacked. He sailed 
from Eureka direct to Redondo. Al- 
though he had never been attacked be- 
fore, he hdd heard of these troubles. 
To the best of his belief, about forty 
shots were fired altogether in the ten or 
twelve minutes during which the en- 
counter lasted. 

Constable George Foyer of Redond 
stated that about 11 o'clock on Friday 
night he was stationed on the wharf 
near the donkey-engine, when he saw a 
boat run alongside the schooner. He 


} shouted out to the occupants to keep off 


in the name of ‘the law, but 
instead of obeying him, they climbed 
over the rail and on to the schooner's 
deck, and corfnenced shooting. There 
were siz or eight he thought, but he 
could not tell positively on account of 
the darkness. He fired one shot, but 
did not shoot again until he was shot 
at. His pistol was of 38 caliber. He 
had an idea that there was going to be 
trouble, but it came up sooner than he 
expected. Capt. Rice had called upon 
him for protection, but he was not paid 
by the Captain, as he was a county 
oMicer. He arrested a man at the end 
of the wharfon Saturday morning, as 
the mate was ronning after him. aad 
questioned him as te what he was doing 
on the vessel, when his prisoner re- 


| sponded that he went there ‘‘to see 


Pete."’ 

Adoiph Wannrick, the mate of the 
schooner Halcyon, testified to the effect 
that about 11 o'clock Friday night he 
was asleep in his bunk, but was awak- 
ened by hearing shots fired close at 
hand. He ran upon deck, but seeing 
that a fight was in progress, he ran 
back, dressed, got his revojyer, and re- 
tnrned to help the Captain out. After 
he had shot a few rounds, the intruders 
shouted, “To the boat!’’ and climbed 
over the rail. He corrobotated the 
testimony of his superior oflicer as to 
the return of the boat and the number 
of shots fired. Next morning a man 
ran out of the hold and swung himself 
from the deck tothe wharf, and, as 
none on board seemed to know him, 
witness chased him down the wharf and 
into Fover’s arms, 

Nels P. Branstrap, a Danish sailor, 
one of the crew of the schooner, testi- 
fied that two men ran intothe cabin 
where he and’two others sieptin bunks. 
As he hid under his blankets they did 
not notice him apparently,- for they 
held pistols to the heads of his ship- 
mates and ordered them to get out of 
there —— quick. They begged to be 
allowed to dress, but the strangers 
cursed them, and told them they would 
not need clothes. Just then, however, 
the shooting commenced, and they ran 
back to the deck. Witness ran to the 
door and peeped out, but was too scared 
to venture out, and went back to his 
bunk. 

Dr. W. A. Weldon testified to having 
made a post-mortem examination upon 
the body of a than, about 33 years-of 
age, and weighing about 140 pounds, 
and ina healthy condition. There was 
a gunshot wound on the right. side, 
about one-fourth of an inch from the 
scapula, which passed through both 
lungs, broke the third rib. from which 
it was deflected down ‘through the fifth 
rib on the left side, the bullet lodging 
just beneath the skin. 

From the condition of the wound the 
man must have been standing up in the 
actof pushing on the oars. Witness 
was satisfied that the bullet extracted 
was that of arifleof 44 caliber. The 
wound undoubtedly caused the. man’s 
death ina few minutes. From its na- 
ture it was possible for all the blood 
found in the boatto have flowed from 
deceased alone, as it was such as to 
cause great hemorrhage, 

E. Winsor, the special watchman 
placed on the schooner by Constable 
Foyer, testified to having picked up a 
Smith & Wesson 38 pistol on the deck 
of the schooner about 6 o'clock on the 
merning after the shooting. Two 
chambers were empty. 

fhere being no room in which the 
jury could retire, the courtroom was 
cleared, but the jurors wasted very lit- 
tle time in deliberation, and retarned a 
verdict to the effect that deceased came 
to his death from a gunshot wound, in- 
flicted at the hands of some person un- 
known. 

It may be that some inkling as to the 
facts'may be gleaned at the preliminary 
examination of Peterson before Justice 
Harrison at Redondo this morning. 

FURTHER INVESTIGATION NEEDED. 

Just what further steps will be taken 
by the authorities in the matter is not 
known. From the tenor of the proceed- 
ings so far it is apparent that no assis- 
tance can be expected from the seamen. 


In fact, it was stated that an 
attempt was made to. intimidate 
witnesses during the inquest, one 


of the spectators, presumably a member 
of the Sailors’ Union, whispering to the" 
man as he went forward to give his tes- 
timony that he would not live long if 
he persisted in this sort of thing. 
There is no doubt but what the prompt 
and decisive action of Capt. Rice will 
have a salutarv effect, but it is neces- 
sary for the authorities to awake to the 
gravity of the situation and put forward 
every effort to detect the “perpetrators 
of the outrage, which has resulted in 
the death of one of the guilty parties. 
These sailors’ troubles are doing an irre- 
parable injury tothe commerce of the 
Coast, and are crippling the shipping 
industry from Puget Sound to San 
Diego, and it is high time to call a halt 
in this career of lawlessness before 
more serious damage is done. Ship- 
owners are entitled to: protection for 
their property, and non-union sailors 
should be guaranteed safety, and it isa 
sad commentary on the efficiency of the 
law when a ship’s captain is compelled 
to defend his vesse] gnd crew with a 
rifle at tLe peril of his life. 


COT HIS THROAT. 


Sulcide of a Despondent<Waiter at the 
. Hotel Redondo. 

Nic Florina, a dishwasher employed 
in the Redondo Hotel, committed sui- 
cide yesterday morning in his room by 
cutting his throat witha razor. Flo- 
rina was a Roumanian by birth and 32 
vears ofage. Despondency is supposed 
to be the cause that prompted him to 
end his tife. The man was somewhat 
ofa gambler and for several months 
past has been playing in hard luck. 
Sometime ‘ago at Mojave he had a 
watch and a month's salary stolen from 
him and was much disheartened at the 
loss. After that he entered'the emplov 
of the Redondo Hote! proprietor. Yes- 
terday morning he come down stairs at 
the hotel with the other servants as usual 
at 5:30 o'clock, but was seen to go 
pack soon afterward with some keys in 
his hand. He did. not return again 
down stairs, and one of the cther men 
was sent to see what was the matter. 
Upon entering Fiorina’s room, the 


latter was found living on thebed with 


his throat cut. A razor was fpund on 
the floor, where it had fallenfrom the 
man’s hand, showing plainly that the 
deed was self-committed. . Coroner 
Cates will hold an inquest on ihe body 
today.

Early 
this morning Michael Laughton Jeft the 
house, saying he would be gone some 
hours, but, instead, he summoned his 
brother, John Carroll, Frank Car- 
roll and J. I. Clenck.

He 
gave the signal to his friends and 
brother, and they-broke into the room.

The War of the Bugs. . 

We are in receipt of the published 
report of the last session of the State 
Board of Horticulture, heid in San 
Irancisco on the 28th ult., when the 
ill-judged attempt was 
made to boycott the fruit-growers of 
the entire southern end of the State, 
and to revoke the order for holding the 
next Horticultural Convention in this 
city. The gist of the proceedings was 
accurately given in our telegraphic re- 
port at the time, and there is little to 
add now by way of elaboration. After 
indorsing President Cooper's recom- 
mendation for the extreme and unwar- 


' ranted course above outlined, the board 


took counsel of a more sober second 
thought, rescinded its action, and re- 
ferred the whole matter to its Execn- 
tive Committee, with full power. To 
this Executive Committee is now dele- 
gated authority to revoke the commis- 
Sions of the horticultural commission- 
ers of the six southern counties, to 
revoke the Horticultural-Convention at 
Los Angeles, and do various other 
things, if they find that the fruit-grow-: 
ers of Southern California meant what 
ther said in their petition to the Legis- 
fature, and will not withdraw and apolo- 
gize for the opinions expressed therein. 


Thus it appears that the State Board 
of Horticulture propose to’ mingle a 
sortof condescension and graciousness 
withtheir severity. They will give the 
southern fruit-growers an opportunity 
to acknowledge that they area set of 
dunderheads, and did not know what 
they were signing when they affixed 
their names to that memorial. If our 
people will thus incontinently eat their 
leek, there is yet an opportunity to 
waive the punishment. The State 
board might as well haye spared itself 
the trouble. Our fruit-growers are 
neither children nor fools. They feel 
that they were fight in the position 
they took in their memorial, and they 
will not recede from it.

Tax Gothenburg system of regulating 
the liquor traffic is finding a good many 
advocates in the United States, and by 
many it is proposed as offering the 
most sensible solution of the liquor 
problem. Of course the ultra-temper- 
ance people will have nothing to do 
with it. South Carolina has adopted 
the plan with some modifications, and 
the country is awaiting with consider- 
able interest to see how the experi- 
ment works. The system, briefly out- 
lined, isthe granting of a monopoly of 
licenses in any given locaiity for the 
retail and bar tradein spirituous liquors 
to a. commercial company formed for 
the purpose by the ‘better element.’ 
These companies receive the monopoly 
in consideration of handing over all 
profits cerived from the ttaftic abore 6 
per cent. interest on paid-up capital 
stock. The surplus is used for the re- 
lief of rate-payers, being devoted to 
such objects as education, road im- 
provement and charitv. In Swedish 
towns. seven-tenths of the surplus is 


paid to the municipality, two-tenths to | 


the district court and one-tenth to the 
agricultural society of the county. In 
Borway: according to recent statistics, 
20 per cent. of the surplus has been 
spent for educational purposes, 7 per 
eent. for charitable institutions, 7 per 
cent. for road improvement and 2 per 
cent. forthe furtherance-of the cause 
of temperance through subsidies, to 
teetotal societies and other ways. In 
Sweden the companies grant sub- 
licenses to proprietors of hotels and a 
few retaii dealers, who are allowed to 
reap asmali protit. In Norway no sub- 
licenses are granted, the , 
placing employés in hotels and clubs to 


board not only has a quarrel with the 
southern fruit-growers, but it has joined 
issue along the same lines with the De- 
partment of Entomology at Washington. 
So that we find arrayed. against the 
board the highest scientific authority on 
ontomology, backed by the men who 
have had practical experience in or- 
chard. The very executive officers of 
“the board, who have been in the field 
and have had the best opportunity to 
observe results, belong to this opposi- 
tion. 

This is a strong combination for the 
State board to fight in the dicta- 
torial fashion that it has adopted, and 
we reiterate the opinion that sucha 
conflict can have but one result, the 
ousting of the State board from office. 

Itis not to be forgotten that this 
whole conflict has sprung up over a 
matter of difference about bugs. Con- 
sequentiv, if we are to get at the heart 
of the matter, we must discuss bugs. 

Two years ago the Legislature of Cal- 
ifornia appropriated $5000 and placed 
itin the hands of the State board ‘‘for 
the purpose of sending an expert to 
} Australia, New Zealand and adjacent 
countries, to collect and import into 
this State parasites and predaceous in- 
sects,’ the special object being to se- 
cure natural enemies of the red, black 
and San. José scale, which now infest 
our orange and deciduous trees. 
The State board selected Albert Koe- 
bele to send on this mission, and ap- 
pealed to the Department of Entomol- 
ogy at Washington to pay his salary, so 
that the California fund of $5000 
might all be available for other ex- 
penses. Prof. Riley, the head of the 
department, refused to countenance the 
expedition, for the reason that the red, 
black and San José scales are not na- 
tive to Australia, and he thought it 
utter folly to search there for their 
natural enemies. There is common 
sense in this idea. A parallel might be 


drawn in another field to make 
it more apparent. Suppose the 
State were fitting out ex- 
pedition to look for diamonds,

At that time the fruit-growers of 
Southern California took no part in the 
controversy. but merely looked on as 
passive spectators. They hoped that 
our State board was right and Prof. 
Riley wrong. They trusted that, by 
some lucky chance, Prof. Koebele 
might secure in Australia a predaceous 
insect that would meet our require- 
ments. This hope was not founded on 
amy very clear-cut entomalogical 
knowledge, but was held principally 
for the reason that Prof. Koebele’ had 
before discovered in Australia the 
Vedalia cardinalis, which destroyed

So we awaited developments. Prof. 
Koebele went to Australia and sent 
back several consignments of bugs 
which he thought were the enemies of 
our red, black and San José scales. 


. The insects did not bear transportation 


very well, and most of them were dead 
on arrival; but such as came through 
alive were carefully nursed until-they 
multiplied into colonies, and were then 


'turned loose in our infested orchards. 


Our best entomologists were intrusted 
with this task, and they,used the most 
painstaking care init, because every- 
body was anxious that the experiment 
should prove a success. It was hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars to the ad- 
vantage ofthe fruit imterests of the 
State if it proved a success. Naturally 
we gave a most cordial reception to the 
new bugs and wanted them togiave 
every opportunity to prove their use- 
fulness. 

These insects were described as (1,) 
Orcus chalybeus, a steel-blue lady-bug; 
{2) Orcus Australasia, a deep-blue lady- 
bug with yellow points; (3) Novius 
Koebelei, a reddish lady-bug with two 
black spots (sometimes called twice 
stabbed ;) (4) Leis conformis, a yellow 
lady-bug with brown markings; and 
(5) Thal pochares coccophagus, a moth, 


|} the larva of which is supposed to feed 


on tae black scale. 

After colonies of these insects had 
been left in our orchards several months 
investigators began to say that they 
were not meeting expectations. They 


failed to multiply as desired, and they }|- 


certainly did not attack the scale in- 
sects ina way that promised extermi- 
nation to the pests. They undoubtedly 
propagated to some extent and undoubt- 
edly fed onthe scale bugs somewhat, 
but not enough to make any decided 
impression. When the first intimation 
was giventhatthe new importations 
were a failure, Tne Times, which has a 
deep interest in the welfare of our 
fruit interests and was extremely 
anxious to see the experiment succeed, 
counseled against hasty judgment and 
advised. that the bugs be given another 
year’s trial. 

Well, they have had another year’s 
trial. And now we find all the horti- 
cultur4l commissioners of the southern 
counties and all the practical fruit- 
growers who have had chances for ob- 
servation united in the opinion that the 
imported insects are of no value. Cer- 
tainly our people have been fair in the 
matter—have given the experiment 
every Opportunity tosucceed—and have 


rushed to a. precipitate judgment. 


Prof. Coquillette, a thorough entomolo- 
gist who had charge of propagat- 
ing the insects and placing them 
in orchards, says that they are a failure. 
He cites the Kércheval orange grove, 
in the southern suburbs of this city, 
which is badly infested with red and 
blac® scale, and which is somewhat 
notable as having,been much resorted 
to for experimental purposes. He 
turned loose in this orcharda colony of 
400 of the Orcus chalybeus, the steel- 
blue lady-bug, upon which the most re- 
liance was placed. He says that today 
he believes au expert could not find two 
dozen of the bugs in the entire orchard, 
while the red and black scale remain as 
numerous as they were one or two 
years ago. Here isa practical demon- 
stration which cannot be ignored. 


Having gone through such an experi- 
ence, it is but natural that our horticul- 
turists should conclude that Prof. Riley 
was right in the first place, and has 
been right allaiong. When the 
Board of Horticulture sets out to carry 
through its bull-headed policy and 
fritter away more State moncy in its 
Australian bug hunt, it~ is but natural 
that practical men should call a halt. 

Yet our fruit-growers are as anxious 
for the introduction of natural enemies 
of the scale bugs as ever, and will fur- 
ther any project to secure them that 
looks reasonable. Our memorial to the 
Legislature was not against appropriat- 
ing more fnnds for the search, but it 
asked that such funds be placed in com- 
peteat hands—either with the scientists 
of the agricultural department ofthe 
State University, or of the Department 
of Entomology at Washington—to the 
end that our late aggravating experi- 
ence should not be repeated, In this 
our people are justified by their knowl- 
edge of the situation, and by a lack of 


| confidence in the State board. 


The principal evil of the State board's 
late experiment lies in the fact that 
they preclaimed the new bugs as a pan- 
acea for ouvr.ills, and now that the bugs 
have proven a failure, they will not 
acknowledge it. They built*up false 
hopes and are still doggedly 
trying to sustain themin spite of the 
most apparent demonstration. In this 
way they discourage the use of sprays 
and fumigations, which are a certain 
means of keeping the pests in check. 
though not of absolutely exterminating 
them. The State board seems to be 
willing to keep the fruit-growers ina 
fool's paradise, hoping all the time that 
the new insects are about to furnish the 
required relief, and, meanwhile, the red 
and black scale pests are spreading and 
orchards are ruined by them. 

Fortunately, our most wideawake 
horticulturists are no longer deluded by 
these false hopes, and they regularly 
employ sprays and fumigations, with 
which they keep their enemies in check. 
But it is natural that they should re- 
pudiate @ policy on the part of the 
State board which has been shown to be 
false and is surely injurious to the fruit 
industry generally. a 

They now say, “Let us keep up our 
search for predaceous insects, but let 
us send to other countries, where we 
are more likejv to find them. Let us 
not pin our faith to these bugs until we 
have them and make sure that they will 
exterminate the scale. Meanwhile let 
us employ the remedies at hand, which 
we know are to be relied upon 
for all that is claimed.’’ In this posi- 
tion the fruit-growers of Southern Cali- 
fornia are entirely logical and abso- 
lutely just. Their attitude is impreg- 
nable, because it is founded on the best 
scientific authority and on actual ex- 
periment, They will not humble them- 
selves before the State Board of Horti- 
culture or aay other body and say they.

AT THE CHURCHES. 


Presiding Elder White at Asbury 
Methodist Church. 


Bible Sentiments Applied in an En- 
tirely Literal Sense, 


Maj. George A. Hilton at the Imman- 
ual Presbyterian Church. 


The Work of the Pacific Gospel Union Pre- 
sented—Services at St. John's Epis- 
copal Church — General 
Religious Notes, 


Rev. George W. White, presiding 
elder of the Los Angeles district, 
preached yesterday morning at Asbury 
Methodist Church in East Los Angeles, 
on the occasion of the regular quarterly 
meeting. The sermon applied the senti- 
ments of the Bible in an_ entirely 
literal and not a figurative sense. His 
text was from Romans viii, 9, and bis 
general topic “The Spirit of Christ.’’ 
He proceeded to show what isthe real 
test of genuine Christianity,-and argued 
that the ohly sure and honest method 
of determining its standard was to 
measure up to the height of Christ. 
The piace where the Methodists par- 
ticularly need caution, he said, is in 
that they judge a man’s spiritual holi- 
ness by what he can see in himself— 
what he testifiesto. That’s prayer- 
meeting piety, but Christianity means 
something vastly more than that—for 
“By their fruits ye shall known them.”’ 
Carlyle said ‘“‘Thehealthy know not of 
their health.’’ This tendency to 
analyze, to dissect religious experience, 
to indulge in morbid self-examination 
is all wrong, amdis as detrimental Ao 
spiritual as to physical health. The 
Savior indicated this when He said: 
‘Consider the lilies, how they grow.”’ 
Does a lily think about its growing? 
How doesachild grow? Does he say 
every morning, ‘‘Now, I must grow a 


ood deal today?’* Not ail. 
e thinks nothing about it. He is 
too _busy to stop to. think of 


measuring himself. If we are so taken 
up learning God’s truths, and looking 
continually to Him as our great ex- 
ample, by and by we will get so much of 
that image impressed upon our sotls 
that we shall be like Him. Methodists 
lay so much stress upon a man’s making 
a definite statemcat of his spiritual con- 


down by the Son of God, save by this 
infallible one, “By their fruits ye shall 
know them.’’ In the little daily affairs 
of life, how few people are able to com- 
mit their interests wholly to God, and 
yet they trust Him for all eternity 
which is to come. The Bible says, 
“Prayfor them which despitefally use 
you.’?’ When you have beén betrayed 
by the treachery of some one you have 
befriended, can you fall on your knees 
and, without bitterness in your heart, 
pray for him as did Christ when He 
hung upon thecross: ‘Father, forgive 
them, for they know not what they do?’’ 
Ifso, then you have the spirit of Christ in 
you, for this statement is not figurative; 
it is literal; it is not qualified; it means 
what it says. How near are we to 
Christ if we gauge the facts? The 
Pible says the fruit of the spirit is love, 
joy, peace, long suffering—that . last 
means forgiveness seventy times seven-- 
gentleness, goodness, faith, meekness, 
temperance. Stop and analyze all 
these, and how do you measure up to 
the Bible ideal of Christianity? The 
Bible says: “Ifaman take from thee 
thy coat, give him thy cloak also.’ 
How many of usdothis? Not one; we 
stand on our rights; but the Bible says 


nothing about rights, and yet, 
when Count Tolstoi, a few years 
ago, announced these _ principles 
of goodness, thev wanted to 


put him in an asylum, and if one of your 
church members today should quiétly 
relinquish his rights to a contesting 
party and’ say: ‘‘My principles of Chris- 
tianity will not allow me to contest 
this point, so take this property if you 


-| think it is yours,’’ you would have a 


commission appointed to examine into, 
his sanity. Weare none of us Chris-. 
tians in this fulland perfect sense ef 
the word, and vet this is what the Bible 
distinctly teaches as Christianity—to 
do as Christ did—to give to all who 
‘ask. But, yousay. “If we did that we 
should hav? nothing left.’’ No, of course 
you wouldn’t, butdid Christ? - ‘The 
foxes have holes, the birds of the air 
have nests, but the Son of Man had not 
where to lay His head."* It is the easi- 
est thing a man can doto make a pro- 
fession and the hardesttoshow the 
fruits of it. America has Christianity, 
but she is not yet Christian by a long 
way. 

At the conclusion of the sermon the 
sacrament of the Lord's Supper was ad- 
ministered toa large number of com- 
-municants. The singing at this church by 
a choir of five voices was exceptionally 
fine and formed a most pleasing part of 
the service.

‘sion. Hence jt was necessary to teach 
why this was done, The words ‘This 
do ‘in remembrance of me,’ literally 
should be *‘Offer this as a memorial of 
me.’ The Greek word translated 
(poieite) was never used in 
the old Bible or New Testament, 
excepting in the sense to offer” There- 
fore this memorial sacritice was pleaded 
before the Father at every Eucharist, 
Jesus Christ Himself joining in our in- 
tercessions, Christ becomes present 
with us, pot only giving Himself to us 
as the food of the soul; the bread of 
life, but presenting with us as our own 
great high priest His mediatorial inter- 
cessions. When churchmen come to 
realize this truth, they will be ex- 
tremely loath to leave Goi’s temple, 
just when we, in union with Christ, are 
about to offer up that memorial of ‘the 
one great sacrifice. The preacher said 
he would Count.it all joy if his congre- 
gation could assimilate this profound 
truth in all its fullness.

Good Fesults Expected from the New 
Immigration Law. 


It is believed that the new immigra--—.. 


tion law, which went into effect May 3, 
will prove an efficient check against 
the introduction of cholera from the 
otker side. A New York special gives 
the following account of the operation 
of the new law: 


The new immigration law which went 
into effect today will make many changes 


vides foc the inspection of immigrants at 
the places of embarkation and arrival, and 
while it is evidently superior to the former 
oo of handling steerage passengers, 

s workings will, it is believed, cause some 


thirty on the inspe®tor’s sheets, which 
will be tallied here on their arrival. On 
these sheets are twenty questions calling 
for information as to the emigrant's life 
and condition. When the vessels arrive at 
United States ports the steerage passengers 
will have to be gathered in files of thirty, 
corresponding to their order on the blanks, 
and will again be required to answer the 
questions which were put to them when 
they embarked. 

Dr.Senner, Commissioner of Immigra- 
tion at Ellis Island, said today that this 
would probably cause a great deal of 
trouble and additional expense to getin 


cellent system. “The medical inspection 
of these emigrants,"’ said Dr. Senner, **will 
prove an efficient check to cholera, and 
although speak from a layman's stand- 

oint, I think there will be none of the in- 
ection in thiscountry during the coming 
summer.”’ 

The steamship companies are a little 
afraid of the law, as they fear immigrants 
who don't answer questions truthfully on 
the other side will be thrown on their hands 
here, causing the expense of taking them 
back to the other side.

Ex-Mayor Hazard in Pursuit of 
His Man. 


His Rejoinder to the Delinquent Tax- 
collector’s Abusive Card. 


Sixty-seven. Notices Served on One 
Man at $3 Each, 


Where Only One Notice Was Required 
or Justified —The Non-partisan 
Association and the Tax. 
payers Defended, 


Henry T. Hazard, who, with other 
members of the Citizens’ Non-partisan 
Reform Association, was recently made 
the subject of an attack in the Los An- 
geles Herald by R. F. House, the high- 
priced collector of delinquent taxes, 
makes the following rejoinder: 


Jam somewhat amused at 4 card pub- 
lished by R. F. House in Sungay’s Herald, 
in which he attempts to casf reflections on 
the Citizens’ Non-partisan Reform Associa- 

‘tion, and particularly on Mr. Kinney and 
myself, who submitted tye report to which 
he takes exception, because .this report 


deals with the questionable appointment of 


Mr. House, and the manner in which he is 
collecting delinquent taxes. 

He says: ‘“Itis not true thatI receivea 
cent from the State, or from any source ex- 
through the county treasury.’’ 

t us see if this is true, Mr. House! 

The contract which you signed with the 
Comptroller and Attorney-General, 
whereby you got your appointment, reads 
as follows: ‘And also to receive as his 
(House’s). compensation for all additional 
services rendered such sum as the State 
Board of Examiners allow, not exceeding 
15 per cent. on all moneys paid to the 
county treasurers for.and on account of the 
State of California on account of said taxes 
or redemptions made of any property 
Said percentage to be paid upon all sums 
of money as the State's share on account ot 
such redemption, and to be allowed by the 
Board of Examiners when paid into the 
State treasury." 

We appealed to the State Comptroller to 


ascertain,he amount paid you by the State> 


on account of this contract, and he gave us, 

taking the items from his “books (I will 

show you the original memoranda if you 

desire to see it,) the sum of $1047.84 from 

January to December 5, 1892, which: was 
based on your sworn statement.qw 

- He (House) goes on to say: 

“If they had informed themselves and 
had intended to be just instead of reporting 
me and my work as they did, they would 
have declared what the records of myfofiice 
show the facts to be.’’ How could we ex- 
amine the books of your office? TWe con- 
tract Which you entered into with the At- 
torney-General and Comptroller provides, 
“said books [books to be kept by you of all 
transactions relating to the collection of 
taxes} shall be open for the inspection of 
the State Comptroller and Attorney-Gen- 
eral, or either of them, or any person they 

or either of them may designate in writing 
for examination.”” The public has no 
access to your books, much lessone of these 
hated “self-appointed reformers.’’ Your- 
self and parties to the contract alone are 
to have access to the manner in which you 
keep your books. Why such a clause was 
put in a contract which provides for the 
collection of our taxes one cam easily sur- 
mise; it was for no other purpose in the 
world than to prevent the contents of these 
books from being publicly known; and 
then we are upbraided because we did not 
examine your books! 

House further; ‘If these self- 
appointed reformers had condescended to 
confer withame in reference tothe matter.” 

‘To teli you the truth, Mr. House, you were 
not in your office so you could be consulted: 
you were in Sacramento, lobbying to 
defeat the Bulla Tax Bill, which was the 
only bill that promised a reniedy tor our 
people in this matter of the collection of 
delinguent taxes. You were up there, 
away from your post of duty, drawing, 
according to-your own admission, $100 per 
month of the people's money, endeavoring 
at the same time to defeat the only remedy 
offered to the people by the Legislature oa 
the subject. 

What time we had to spare we employed 


to thwart you and your confreresin poison-| 


ing the minds of the legislators against 
the Bulla bill, and to that purpose it be. 
came our duty to expose the matter of your 
mission to Sacramento and the combina- 
tion with the Attorney-General and Comp- 
troller to beat this bill, and the object you 
had in beating it. . 

Among other complaints I find the fol. 
lowing: ‘The statement that I have col. 
lected $200 from a single individual for 
serving notices is absolutely false. It is 
truelI have an uncollected claim of $201 
for serving notices on property that has 
escaped taxation."’ Wherein the state. 
nent is notabsolutely true, as ‘contained 
m the report, isin this: that you have not 

ot the money yet. It is not your’ fauit, 

owever;, practicaliy the difference be 
tween the statement contained in the re- 
port which you denounce as ‘‘absolutely 
false’’ and the truth of the matter is that 
we did not charge the amount as large as 
itis, and you have not got the money yet. 
Now of course, you are not guilty, but as 
soon as you get it you willthen be guilty 
of more than we have charged, for we 


We are entirely satisfied with your ex- 
planation, The gravamen of our charges 
was, however, that you purposely served a 
multiplicity of notices to extort from this 
victim the difference between $3 (which 
would have sufficed) and $201 for serving a 
lot of business notices, and to that charge 
your only reply is that ‘You are another." 

You say: ‘“Itis truelI have an uncol- 
lected claim of $201 for serving notices on 
property that has escaped ‘taxation."’ 
When we consider that the entire taxes on 
this property for 1888, including delin. 
quency, were $26, and on the 17th of June, 
1892, the owner tendered to Treasurer 
Banbury the sum of $225.60, being the 
taxes and costs, and the same was refused 
because it did not include the $201 claimed 
by you for Serving sixty-seven notices on 
one person, and he not the owner, it is 
rather far-fetched on your part to en- 
deavor to make capital out of 
fact and to designate it as ‘property 
that has escaped taxation;"’ that is to say, 

* property on which the entire tax, State 
and county. was, all told, the sum of $26, 
including delinquency. and to redeem the 
same from sale to the State the owner 
offered $225.60, which included all costs 
and defaults, and which amount was re- 
fused because you put in a further claim of 
$201, which would make the sum total 
$426.60, andthe owner is now asking the 
courts to 

225.60, and you and the Attorney-General 
are endeavoring, by every means in your 
power, to prevent the same being paid into 
the treasury, and, in endeavoring to excuse 
yourself from the opprobrium of charging 
$201 for serving the sixty-seven notices, 

¢hen one would suffice, you say: ‘‘Itis 
true, I have an uncollected.claim of $201 
for serving notices on property that has 
escaped taxation.’’ The taxes are unpaid, 

_ because you will not permit them to be paid. 
If a.case of this kind efiables you to make 
capital, what could be said of ihe numberless 
claims that have never seen the lightof day, 
fone into the courts, and which the public 
knows nothing about. If you have already 
received $4938.11 for serving notices, how 
much will you have received when you en- 
force your claims against those that have 
as yvetnot paid and which you carry on 
your books.as claims ‘‘uncollected*”’ 

Secing that you have it in your power to 
victimize our people in this manner, and 
realizing that you do not hesitate to do it, 
was it not our duty to assist our members 


to do something that wonld relieve 
our people of - these unconscionable 
claims? And when our members were do- 


ing all in their power to obtain relief. and 
we found yourself with the Attorney-Gen- 
eral’ and the Comptroller éndeavoring to 
thwart them. do you not realize that it then 
became our duty to publish sefacts about 
you? It was wittnthis purpose in view that 
we did what we did. The ‘association will 
not fool apy one. 

You say: “I have received for serving 
notices upon delinquent taxpayers, includ- 
ing many Of the self-styled reformers, the 
sum of $4983.11 for serving notices 


alone."’ And how have you served these |

notices* [have nowon my table (and I 

guess lam one of the reformers to whom | 
you refer) one of your noticessent me 
through the mail for taxes for 1487. in 
which you notify me that you will apply 
for a deed unless I pay you $65.25 before 
February 16,1893. If you--and you had 
clerks’'—had cared a'‘fig whether those 
you had served with notices had paid their 
taxes Or not, you could easily have found 
out. 

As to yourself, you were too busy with 
affairs which required your attendance at 
Sacramento, and itis probaWe your clerks 
were not directedtodoli. Atany rate, it 
was not done, but the notices, for Which 
you claim $3 each, were punctually mailed, 
whether the viclim had paid his taxes or 
not. 

Why did youserve me with notice that 
you would apply for deed for my property, 
when the record in the Tax Collector's of. 
fice showed I had paid my taxes in full, and 
all you had to do wastofook at the books 
and see it? 

{ want to ask you why you serve notice on 
people who have paid their taxes in fail and 
the records show it? Is it for the Tpose 
of making your $3 fee outof them? 1 do 
not think you will fool the public by abus- 
ing the Non-Partisan Reform Association 
for protesting against this order of things, 
or blind their eyes to the real condition of 
affairs. The people-who have paid their 
taxes oughtto obtain protection at your 
hands, being an agent of the State for the 
collection of taxes, instead’ of having the 
life scared out of them by serving on them, 
as agentof the State, notices that they 
were in danger of having a- deed of their 
property made to the State. Of course, 
you mav say it is mot for the purpose of 
getting the $3 for serving notice; but if 
you would deliberately serve on one piece 
of property, belonging to one individual, 
notices enough to run yourclaim for serv- 
ing notices alone up to $201, and try tu so 
force this unconscionable claim, when one 
notice of $3 would suffice, you’ must cer- 
tainly excuse the-general public for believ- 
ing anything almost about you. You delib- 
erately send notices to people who by the 
records before you have paid the taxes 
which you ask them to pay a second time, 
not forgetting to remind them, as you did 
me, ‘including $3 for this notice." 

Atty.-Gen. Hart startsin with the propo. 
sition, and advises the board of San Diego 
that the $2 for notice must be. paid, not- 
withstanding it is a double assessment and 
the person served has paid his taxes in full, 
and the notice should not have been served 
at all,as we have proven by the letter 
which was published in the report. 

When youattemptto thwart the inter- 
ests of the people, using the money ob- 
tained of the people therefor, that yourown 
private ends may be subserved, and that 
your opportunity to continue so doing may 
not be disturbed, don't blame such of our 
people as deem ittheir duty to pay their 
respects to, you and preséht you to the 
world in the true light. : 

In trying to take the sting out of the 
large amount of money collected and to be 
exacted fromthe public under these con- 
tracts for a Turkish system of tax farming, 
you make a statement thatvou reserve but 
$100 per month for yourself. You admit 
your receipts to be already over $8000. 
How this is divided is immaterial to the 
people. The fact remains that the system 
is essentially vicious. H. T. HAZARD. 

The reply of ex-Mayor Hazard to the de- 
fense set up by Mr. House, justifying his 
tremendous charges for the redemption of 
property bought in by the State for delin- 
quent taxes, furnishes fine reading for the 
people who have been harrassed and plun- 
dered. Mr. Hazard notes the mons- 
treus fact that sixty-seven notices were 
served on one man (and he not the owner,) 
when one notice would have’ been su‘fvient. 
The fact that the collector charges $3 for 
each notice accounts for the milk in this 
meaty cocoanut. No wonder our people 
are indignant, and teel that they have 
falleninto the hands of official sharpers 
whose trade it is to skin thei alive. A 
despotism such as the fellahs of Egypt 
suffered under cannot be transferred to 
California and worked for a long time 
witbout something dropping with a. ire- 
mendous thud.

Possibilities of the Board of Trade Rooms—

Several of the officials of the Consoll- 
dated Electric Road of Los Angeles were in 
town Saturday afternoon, and had quite a 
talk with Prot.

The 
company, as is generally known, further, 
owns arightof way for an electric road 
over the line of the City Railway Company, 
which extends from the southwest to the 
northeast corner of the city. 
tion that is now being advocated is thatthe 
Los Angeles;company purchase the several! 
other local street-car lines and operate 
them by electricity. This wouid mean 
electric cars on both Raymond and Fair 
Oaks‘ avenues, on East street-- 
probabiy to Lamanda Park, and to North 
Pasadena, with a strong possibility of ‘ex- 
tending the line to La Canada.

A Visit to Mme. Modjeska’s Beautiful 
Mountain Home. 


One of the Most Picturesque «Spots in 
the County—A Pleasant Surprise-- 
A Worthy Appointment—San 
Juan-by-the-Sea, 


SANTA ANA, 

There are but few people in California 
who do not Know that Mme. Modjeska has 
a beautitul mountain home in Orange 
county, and yetthere are many residents 
of Orange county who have never visited 
this beautiful and romantic spot, and con- 
sequently know but little, if anything, of 
its grandeur. 

The editor of the Orange Post, who, by 
the way, is a woman, recently visited this 
beautiful place in company with several 
friends, andinthbe subsequent issue of her 
paper had the following to say,in part, of 
her visit: 


“The morning was a perfect spring 
morning, with clear sky and fresh, bracing 
air, The roads, forthe most part, are in 
excellent condition, though portions are 
still somewhat rougwfrom the effect of the 
winter rains. It is strange that people 
will take long and wearisome journeys in 
search of fine scenery aad desirable camp- 
ing placeswhen a region like that along 
the course of the Santiago is so easily ac- 
cessible. The road, as it Winds up the 
cafion, passes through every variety of 
scenery, through smiling valicys, past 
fields of waving grain, over rugged hills 
and by water-worn rocks. For miles the 
wayside is carpeted on either hand witha 
mosaic of the brightest and most delicate 
flowers. Doves coo, quails slipthrough the 
bushes and call quaintly to each other, and 
the clear notes of the meadow lark is heard 
at intervals. 

‘The last six miles of the road seem un- 
usually long. but signs of civilization in- 
crease. We passthrough gates; a band of 
sleek yeung horses gives us right-of-way, 
and a comical little burro, the proud 
bearer of a bell, wildly waves his immense 
ears and gazes at us from beneath his 
Shaggy brows. with~-an.. expression of 
mingled curiegitvy andreproach; along the 
lett side of t oad extends a narrow cul- 
tivated strip set out-to young olives and 
other fruittrees. A signat the last gate, 
warning picnickers away, is so faded that 
we had no dificulty in overlooking it, and 
here we are within the classic precincts of 
Mme. Modjeska’'s loved home. 

‘John Ruopp, foreman of. the madame's 
estate, comes to meet us with a cordial wel- 
come, which is warmly seconded by his 
wife. We areinvitedinto the house, but 
choose to take our lunch (people must ¢at 
even amid the most romantic surround. 
ings) upon the west porch, with ail the 
beauty of the place spread out before us. 
Appetites appeased, we have plenty of 
leisure to stroll about under the guidance 
of our courtcous host and hostess. 

“The house is a rambling one-story 
structure, facing the north. It is well sup- 
pifed with porches and is picturesque in ap. 
pearance, though not at all ornate. The 
finest feature of the place is the grand oaks. 
which shade the house and grassy grounds. 
There are two fountains in front of the 
house anda well with a rustic curb and 
roof. The carriage drive crosses a rustic 
bridge, and well-kept walks wind about un- 
der the trees. There is agarden of roses, 
and many other choice flowers and shrubs 
are carefully cultivated. An abundant 
supply of water is piped from the creek, a 
distance of a mile and a half. 

‘Inside the house we were allowed to in- 
spect the library and one or two smaller 
rooms. The library is on the north side of 
the house. It is ceiled with dark wood and 
lighted by large windows of clear glass. It 
contains an immense fireplace and chimney 
made of rough stones. Several costly 
paintings hang upon the walls, one repre- 
senting the burning of Moscow and onea 
Russian sleighing scene. An antique table 
of dark. heavy wood is said to be,over four 
hundred yearsold. Thetop is supported 
by four grim lions, which might have toid 
us many acurioustale, but they declined 
to be interviewed. A quaint cabinet in 
another room is still older than the t2ble. 

“The Sun’ sets early in this mountain 
nook and the afternoon seems waning fast 
when we bid our friends good-by and turn 
homeward. We stop to gather mistletoe 
boughs, flowers, bright pebbles and stately 
yucca stalks to be manufactured into sou- 
venirs of the day, and then bow] gaily down 
the mountain road,-the horses, at least, 
having no sentimental regrets for what is 
left behind. A supper by the wayside wita 
atiny campfire to light up the gathering 
twilight and boil the coffee, a charming 
ride down the grade and through the valley 
in the witching moonlight, and we reach 
home tired, but happy. So ends a day not 
soon to be forgotten for its beauty and the 
rest and enjoyment in has brought.’ -

ANAHEIM. 

The high-school election is over and the 
high-school proposition is defeated. The 
election was one of the most exciting and 
bitterly-contested held here for many a 
day,and a.number of wWiiely dissimilar 
causes contributed to the defeat of the 
measure. Ten days ago seemed that 
every voter in the district was in favor of 
the high school, §but the op) sition steadily 
grew in strength until election day when 
the friends of the measure concedQd that 
the result was in doubt. The opponetts of 
the measure worked the hariest, and were 
“atit’ from early morning till the polls 
closed. 8 

Two hundred and forty-nine votes were 
polled, 119 for, 129 against, and one vote 
was thrown out as illegal. Religion, poll- 
tics and personal grievances were brought 
into play, and cut a considerabie figure in 
the result. One strange feature of the 
contest was that the ‘‘saloon’’ clement al- 
most solidly supported the educational 
project. while a certain church denomina- 
tion and temperance organization worked 
solidly against it. 

Itiscertain that but few voters thor- 
oughly understood the question at issue, 
for it is conceded that an election will have 
to be held at once to vote bonds to builda 


third public school building, and at 
least three or four new rooms will 
have to be turnished this vear to 


accommodate the increase in school chil- 
dren, and the only saving will be the possi- 
sible ex; ense that the running of the high- 
school department might have cost. and the 
addition of an extra room to the new build- 
ing that must anyway be erected. ’ 

Our people are not opposed to public im- 
provement and progress; it is only charita- 
ble to say that the opponents of the high- 
school project voted against what they be- 
lieved would be a heavy. needless expense, 
and on account of personai animosities.

Interest In the Pubiic School System—A 
Credit to the City. 

There is no place_in Southern California 
that takes more pride in its public schools 
than Pomona. Visitors are much surprised 
upoo entering the city to find located the 
two handsomest and best equipped school 
buildings in the State. They have only 
been compieted a few months, and every 
citizen takes pride in showing the visitors 
these two splendid edifices. The Board of 
Education is managing affairs in an emi- 
nently proper manner, and are much aided 
by Prot. F. A. Molyneaux, the efictent 
principal of the schocis. At a meeting 
of the board, held Wednesday night, every. 
thing was found to be ina highly satisfac- 
tory condition. One hundred dollars. 
worth of new books were ordered for the 
school library, which is already a good 
one. It was found that during the month 
of April 96 per cent. of the total enroll, 
ment of pupils had been in daily attend 
ance. This is something. unusual, es. 
pecially when it is considered that there 
are nearly nine hundred pupils .enroilled. 
The school census shows thata very large 
proportion of the children in the district 
are in attendance at the schools, 
The census just completed showg there 
are 11530 .who should be in school. 
This is a gain of nearly one hundred over 
last year. Taking it all into consideration, 
Pomona has reason to feel very proud of 
its schools from every standpoint. The 
present session does not end until June 27 

Another question that is demanding the 
attention of the people just now is proper 
sewerage. Since the new City Council has 
been installed itis generally thought that 
the question of sewers will be the 
all important one, until the city ts pro- 
vided with a good sewer system. And 
it should be’ One of the first questions 
asked by visitors and intending settlers is 
in regard to sewers. In fact, the city that 
has no sewers can not expect to cope with 
the one that has them. During the next 
summer Pomona may need them worse 
toan any one may think, and it ts to be 
hoped, for the cood of the city. and also 
for its growth and development, that we 
will have sewers at an carly day.
